Subject .—Import policy for ‘Sulphadlazlne, Sulphathiazole and Sulphndimidine 
excluding preparations thereof (Sr. No. 87, 109/IV) during April — 
September, 1950 period. 

No. 72-ITC^PN)/5^.—The attention of the Importers is invited to the remark 
against ‘Sulphadlazlne, Sulphathiazole and Sulphadimidlne excluding preparations 
thereof’ (Item 32 In List III) In Appendix XIX of the current Red Book wherein 
it had been mentioned that the Import policy for this item will he announced 
after the established Importers had establi.'^ed their quotas for this item on the 
basis of Imports made by them during the basic period which had been extended 
upto and including 1957-58, 

2. Quotas for this item having been re-established, the position has been 
reviewed and it has been decided that quota licences to established importers 
for import of this item will be granted during the current half year on the basis 
of a quota of 60% Gen. and 60% Soft. Qiipta licences will be subject to the 
following two conditions; — 

(I) Quota licences will be valid for import of these items in bulk only; and 

(II) Not more than 20% of the face value of quota licences can be utilised 

for import of ‘Sulphathiazole’. 

3. Established Importers may make applications for import of this item in the 
prescribe form and manner to the licensing authorities at the ports as soon as 
possible, but not later than the 14th August 1959.
